K.. THE BROAD AND NARROW GUAGE QUESTION. 
e decision of the committee in favour of the Oxford, Worcester, and 


Wolverhampton project, which is to be on the broad guage, and was ar- 
rived at after a very lengthened examination, has completely astounded 
the advocates of the narrow guage, and the success of the other party has, 
we believe, been almost equally unexpected. Much of the evidence from prac- 
tical men, and which was entitled to consi ion, went far to prove that 
the broad guage was decidedly the best for heavy goods, and, consequently, 
to a line from South Staffordshire, where the merchandise traffic would 
consist of coal, and other ponderous articlés. It would place King’s Win: 
ford (from which district 4,100,000 tons of ironstone are annually raised), 
within eighty-five miles of Oxford, by which communication coal and iron 
could be transported at a cost of only $d. per ton per mile. The popular 
feeling appeared to be nearly equal, each party carrying on the -contest 
with that dogged perseveranee, and cunning and ingenious canvassing, 
which would do honor toa contested election for a member of Parliament. 
The various facts elicited, though not conclusive, are yet far from unim~- 
portant, It appears that, in extent, and connection with population, the 
narrow guage has a great advantage over its rival, having lines.of 1530 
miles already formed, and of 1264 miles » passing through dis, 
tricts containing 12,000,000 persons ; whi broad has only 333 
miles of lines iy fo and 600 miles proposed, and a population 
of only 3,000,000. How long this may be the case it is not easy to deter- 
mine. It was stated by Mr. Stephenson, that no excess of speed was at- 
tainable on the broad over the narrow guage—which was not denied, so 
that we may assume it to be correct. 

The evidence of Mr. Brunel went to establish the fact, that the tranship- 
ment from one guage to the other was not only an easy and safe process, 
but far less expensive than the alteration in mu ints & gradients. Not- 
withstanding this, and the other points in favour of the principle, there 
does not appear to be any ground for assenting to its greater ery 
in general; extra speed is not, as we learn from the statement of Mr.Ste- 
phenson, to be attained from it, nor is there any evidence to prove its gene- 
ral adaptability. In the early stages of the inquiry, there is no doubt but 
that the impression on the ds of the committee was decidedly adverse 
to the broad guage ; but the evidence in favour of its capabilities for the 
transit of heavy goods, evidently turned the scale in its favour; the fact, 
too, that the adoption of this line would give the northern manufacturing 
districts the benefit of a competing line, influenced, in no slight degree, 
the decision. We must not yet consider the battle ended. e London 
and Birmingham Company—as the so-far defeated party—are concentrat- 
ing all their energies and powers to renew the contest in the Lords, and, 
it is said, intend to move for a recommittal of the bill, pleading that the 
decision of the committee is not in accordance with the evidence, and, by 
every means-in their power, atrest the progress‘of the Great Western 
Company’s lines through Parliament this session. "The broad guage 
are equally on the alert, and, elated with their nt success, they will 
boldly meet their opponents, confident as to the results.

A GLANCE AT CORNISH MINING—No, V.* 
BY JOSEPH YELLOLY WATSON, ESQ., F.G.3. 

The mode of finding tin by shoding, or digging small pits, to trace out 
the course of the lodes, and by streaming, is supposed to have been known 
in Cornwall before the arrival of the Phoenicians on the Cornish coast, 
500 years before the birth of Christ. It is said that tin was first discovered 
in the ancient moors, and this conjecture (for it can be nothing more), 
seems to be strengthened by the fact, that the inhabitants of Cornwall in 
those days were accustomed to use peat as fuel, and to dig for it in the 
moors ; here they accidentally discovered the mineral deposits, without ex- 
actly knowing their value, until the Phoenicians made tin such an import- 
ant article of their commerce. This commerce is noticed by the prophet 
Ezekiel; and is sup to have been alluded to under the name of 
Cassiteros in Homer’s Iliad}, written 900 years before the era. 

The Pheenicians and i not only concealed from other 
nations the situation of the country from which they derived so import- 
ant an article of their commerce, but suppressed, by force, the attempts 
thade by the Greeks and Romans to open a communication with it, Mr.

Course which so long subsisted between this couritry and the Phoenicians 
was Gades§, a colony established at a very early period on the. western 


Coast of Spain, and conti to that province, which abounded in mines

The former consists of san«, 
stones, and pebbles ; the latter has a mixture of yellow clay, which cements 
the whole firmly together, and makes it difficult to separate and wash. The 
quantity of tin ground supposed to have been opened at Pentuan, is 18,200 
uare fathoms, and the average of block tin got per square fathom 186 lbs. 
The quantity of earth removed has been upw: of 200,000 tons. There 
are several stream works of minor importance. A majority of the copper 
mines yield more or less of tin ; some of them, such Cann Brea, Tincroft, 
&c., to the extent of 40001. a year; others so little as to be of no importance. 
Tin is often found in lodes when first discovered, and which eventually turn 
to copper veins. The St. Ives Consols Mine has been extremely rich for 
tin, and during the thirty bmw it has been worked has yielded large pro- 
fits, but is not paying much now, although returning ore to the value of 
20001 a month. At an old mine, called Boscaswell Downs, a single bunch 
of tin once gave the adventurers 20,000/., but such a bunch as this is indeed 
a raré avis in terris, When the tin raised from the different mines is 
smelted, it is cast into moulds containing about 3 ewt., and while in a fluid 
state receives the stamp of the particular house where it is smelted, and is 
called block-tin. The blocks are weighed, numbered, and sent to the nearest 
coinage-house to be coined. In the coinage-hall a piece of about three or 
four ounces is cut off from one of the corners to prove the firmness of the 
metal, and the face of the block stamped with the duchy seal, which, in 
fact, constitutes the coinage, und is a it for the owner to sell, and, at 
the same time, an assurance that the tin is in a proper state for sale. Any 
person wishing to obtain tin bounds to.work as.a mine may do so by mark- 
ing out his bounds, on that which is, or has been, waste landft, and mak- 
ing a proclamation if the Stannary Court, and giving notice of his intention 
also to the owner of the soil, who may, if he pleases, within a certain time, 
himself elect to work the tin within the lands; but if he do not so, the 
bounder has an exclusive right to dig, work for, and take the tin under the 
lands so bounded, paying to the owner of the soil certain dues called toll, 
generally one-tenth or one-fifteenth of the ore brought to the surface, but 
v according to custom, the owner having no power to demand what- 
ever toll he chooses. These boundowners, not owners of the soil, often let 
the right to work them, to others, who are the actual miners, and subject 
to two demands, that due by custom to the owner of the soil, and that due 
by compact to the owner of the bounds; and in this instance, Mr. Bassett 
compares the miner to the farmer, who pays tithes to his clergyman and 
rent to his landlord.

The object of this important undertaking is to continue the line of railway com- 
munication from Manchester via the proposed Nottingham, Erewash Valley, Amber 
Gate, and Manchester Railway to Grantham, at which latter place it will unite it

A principal feature in this undertaking is the e nm at the Old or Aust Passage 
of a fixed bridge across the estuary of the Severn, adapted as well for railway traffic 
as for ordinary carriage and pedestrian intercourse. By the construction of this 
pay oy and the intended line of railway in connection with it, two great objects 
will be attained ; first, there will be established, by means of a junction at Hereford 
with the proposed lines north of that city, a direet unbroken line of railway com- 
m in between Bristol and Liverpool, with a saving in distance of about forty- 
two miles over the present route; and, secondly, there will be opened a free com- 

ion between the southern and western portions of England on the one 
hand, and Monmouthshire and South Wales on the other. 

These important districts have hitherto been practically severed, and only ren- 
dered accessible to each other by a most inconvenient ferry, dependent on tides and 
weather. The want of a fixed bridge over the Severn, at the point above-mentioned, 
has long been severely felt, and it would be impossible, whether in reference to na- 
tiona! or local interests, to over-estimate the advantages of a scheme designed to 
supply this want. It has not, however, been from a consideration of its imprac- 
tice bili that such a work has not long since been accomplished. In the year 1825 
Mr. Telford, the late celebrated engineer, was consulted upon the subject, and gave 
2 most decided opinion in favour of it, cularly adverting, amongst other causes 
affording facility, to the great height of the banks at the Old Passage, to the fact of 
the bed of the river consisting wholly of solid rock, and to the circumstance that 
suitable materials for the work could be procured within a reasonable distance. 

The engineers of the present proposed wopk, as well as other engineers of emi- 
nence, are equally confident of the thoro practicability of the undertaking. — 

Until recent times, and before the period had arrived when railway traffic and 
profits had reached their present astonishing extent, the expense of this bridge, 
compared with the probable traffic returns, naturally retarded its projection ; but 
now, when works equally difficult and expensive, such as tunnels and viaducts, are 
readily constructed by railway companies for the mere traffic of their line, and some- 
times only to avoid a comparatively trifling deviation, it will be at once admitted, 
that with a view merely to the formation of a direct line between Bristol and Liver- 
pool (without looking to collateral or ultra terminal advantages), the magnitude of 
the undertaking is no longer to be regarded as an impediment to its completion. 
The recent decision of the Admiralty against the pro) bridge at the Hock Crib 
leaves the Aust Passage the only practicable point for a fixed bridge. Arrangements 
have been concluded with his Grace the Duke of Beaufort, and the other proprie- 
tors of the Aust Ferry, whereby the purchase of that important interest has been 
secured to this company. 

The line, which will be about forty-eight miles in length, will commence at Bristol, 
and proceed to the Aust Passage; there crossing the proposed bridge to Beachley, 
it will ran northward along the valleys of the Wye and Mennow by Chepstow and 
Monmouth to Hereford, which city will form the northern terminus of the line.

UBURBS—PROPOSED NEW COMPANY.—No. VIII. 
e preceding allegationg denounce the supply of water to the metropolis as 
noxious and offensive—that water, receiving so large a proportion of foreign 
matter, as is proved find their way into the Thames, is palpably objectionable 
as a source of supply for human consumption, and show that we have not 
brought charges of monopoly against the various water companies without ir- 
refragable proof. What we have advanced contains a faithful recital of facts, 
derived from authentic public documents and correct sources of information. 
We have no desire to cast obloquy upon those companies who resort to the 
Thames as a source of supply for London and its suburbs, but from a sense of 
public duty. We have placed the case really as it stands, and how far the 
statements which have been made with respect to the impurity of this stream, 
will be borne out by any person who calmly and attentively peruses the vari- 
ous reports of the Parliamentary Committees, and to the multitude of opinions 
of scientific and medical men, wlro will not only be convinced of the evidence 
adduced, but will perceive our chief pu has been to direct public attention 
to the insalubrity of that water which they are daily using for domestic pur- 
poses—statements, marked by probity, form the basis of most just imputations 
upon the mischievous and unprincipled — for the supply of this neces- 
sary element of life to the districts south of London. Thus far we have probed 
the question, and made out our case, in accordance with the contract with the 
public, and endeavoured to fulfil the expectations which led to this inquiry ; 
and having laid down the principles that govern the health and comfort from 
the supply of water in a salubrious state, and investigated the sources of its 
power and influence over the public health, we have established our conclu- 
sions, that the use of such a fluid must debilitate the health and destroy the 
domestic comfort of mankind, and that there is nothing of a material nature 
over which the public ought to exercise so jealous a control as water. 
Following up the intentions which we intimated when we entertained this 
investigation, and having delineated five heads of our allegations, we proceed 
to the “ Plans and Remedies,” and shall, by an assemblage of facts, displaying 
the multifarious efforts to apply the resources of science and the powers of art 
to realise an object of the highest utility to society, enumerate the companies 
which at present supply the metropolis, and examine the numerous plans and 
schemes hitherto devised, either by the water companies themselves, or by pri- 
vate individuals, and proposed to Government or to Parliamentary committees, 
for improving the supply of water to London and its suburbs, which may be 
divided into four classes—1. Those methods the water companies have adopted 
to obtain purer and less objectionable water for their consumers, both as 
quantity and quality.—2. Those who propose the purification of the Thames 
water, either by subsidence or filtration.—3. Those who su the taking the 
supply of water from a higher part of the river than where it is now obtained. 
—4. Those who recommend to draw the supply from other sources than the 
Thames, and to convey it by means of extensive aqueducts to London. ‘ 

First, with respect to the methods to obtain less objectionable water. The 
public attention Sag directed, in the years of 1827 and 1828, to the circum-. 
stance that the Thames in the neighbourhood of London had become polluted 
by the drainage of the city, aroused the legislature to appoint commissioners 
to inquire into the state of the supply of water to the metropolis, which im- 
petus stimulated the exertions of, and fixed the attention of the water com- 
panies to, the object of a pure and salubrious supply of this necessarv of life, 
which caused them to effect, although not important, yet very expensive, ad- 
ditions to their works, and urged them to the necessity of an attempt to im- 
prove the condition of the water before it was allowed to flow to their tenants, 
indicates its impurity, and an earnest desire that the public should receive it 
in such a state as would lull the popular clamour, and stifle the inquiry of Par- 
liament. The companies which at present supply the metropolis, ee |
